
CLEARLY WITHIN THE LAW 



ALAMEDA COUNTY GRAND JURY DELVES INTO 
BETTING AT OAKLAND TRACK. 

Sheriff Barnet and District Attorney Donahue Report 
That Personal Investigation Shows California 
Law Is Being Complied With. 



Oakland. Cal.. December 19. — Betting as it is at 
present condtieied at the Oakland race track, is not 
in violation of tile Walkcr-Otis law. as interpreted 
by the llistriet Court of Appeals and the Supreme 
Court, according to the testimony before the grand 
jury of Alameda County, given’ by Sheriff Barnet 
and District Attorney Donahue. 

The Supreme Court's decision, that a person hold- 
ing stakes iu a wager is guilty of no crime under 
the law. is what practically legalises the form of 
"laying'* now practiced at the race track. Sheriff 
Barnet and District Attorney Donahue have made 
tiersonal investigations of the maimer in which 
betting is done, and have had detectives at work 
as well. 

Their rcfiort of wliat they found has been deliv- 
ered to the grand jury. From his own observations, 
and the reports ol men working for him. District 
Attorney Donahue declared that the betting is being 
so conducted as to la- within the law. 

Three men work together, the grand jury was in- 
formed. in accepting the wagers, and the duty of 
each one is so arranged that his jiarticular share in 
the transaction does not amount to a crime, even 
though it might lie a crime for one person to por- 
lona all the acts. The "layer” has odds written 
on a program, or announces them orally. He also 
announces orally the bet any [ter sou may desire to 
make, but makes no record of it himself. Another 
inau, however, does some writing, and the money is 
then passed to a third man. Under the interpreta- 
tions of the law by the Supreme Court, none of these 
men has committed a crime, the grand jury was in- 
formed.

Loses His Allowance on Outsiders. 



Jacksonville. Fia.. December 19.— Jo<-kcy Bell was 
the real thing at Moncrief this afternoon. This 
< tillable young rider won the first four races and 
victory iu tjiree of them came after exciting finishes 
in which lie landed his mounts first home hy the 
slmrtest of margins. When lie won the fourth race 
with EiizalH-tlian his apprenticeship expired, the 
rules of the Southern Jockey Club providing that a 
rider shall not Ih» entitled to the allowance after he 
has ridilen twenty-five winners, except for his con- 
tract employer, who shall be entitled to the allow- 
ance for one year. 

Tlie new rule adopted by the association in regard 
to scratching resulted in large fields going to the 
post. Four of the winners hail to stand long and 
hard stretch drives flail these four were favorites. 
All the races wore witli selling conditions, but none 
of the winners was boosted.

Bronston have been shipped from Oakland to Juarez. 

Jockey Callahan will go to Juarez to ride the 
Spreekels two-year-olds, while C. H. Shilling will 
remain at Oakland. 

Mike Padden, who raced several good horses on 
the New York tracks a few seasons hack, will get 
together a stable of modest proportions next spring. 

J. C. Fletcher, who lias been racing horses with 
distinction on the Japanese turf, is a Toronto tnan 
who is managing the twsiness of a Canadian insur- 
ance concern iu the far east. 

Walter A. Woolf, a race tipster, was fined 11.000 
and costs, amounting to $250 additional, in the 
United States court at Jacksonville. Fla., last week 
on a plea of nolo contendere to a charge of misusing 
the United States mails. 

W. It. Engstrom, who has been among the promi- 
nent layers of odds at Oakland for years, is so ill 
that he has been unable to visit the const track 
for a week or so. Bot> Sherwood is temiwrariiy 
attending to his business affairs. 

Jockey Sumter, who rode in Germauy last year, 
lias returned to America for the winter. He is no 
longer under contract to J. H. McCormick, who took 
him abroad last year, and willf o hack in the spring 
to ride for a prominent German nobleman. 

A movement is on foot for legislation in Utah to 
nltolish hookuiaking in favor of the pari-mutuels. 
C. B. Clow, a wealthy Salt Lake turfman, is the 
prime mover in the drawing of a bill to that effect, 
which will be presented to the Utah legislature at 
ils forthcoming session. 

Plans for next year's racing in Montana include 
lliirty days at Butte and fourteen days at each of 
the following places: Anaconda, Helena and Great 

Falls. This will provide a compact circuit of 
seventy-two days’ continuous racing. Martin Nath- 
auson will have supervision of the racing and Rich- 
ard Dwyer will be the starter. 

J. II. Madigan denies that there is any foundation 
for the report that he is anxious to sell his interest 
iu the Fort Erie track. He says he would like to 
iucrease his holdings rather than tiie opposite. In 
an interview at Jacksonville lie intimated that the 
Niagara Rating Association would not follow the 
lead of the Ontario Jockey ( lull iu installing the 
lnutucls. 

The curtailment of the breeding of thoroughbreds 
as a result of repressionary legislation in various 
parts of the United States, is beginning to affect 
the federal government. At a congressional hearing 
at Washington Saturday Quartermaster-Gen. James 
II. Alcshire of the United States army complained 
tiiat the army officials now find themselves unable 
to gel 2.000 horses of the required standard that are 
necessary for the up keep of the cavalry service eaeh 
year.

MUTUEL MOVEMENT IN MISSOURI. 

Missouri turfmen are hopeful of securing a law 
authorizing the use of pari-mutuel machines. The 
Kansas City Star says: 

‘‘The pari-mutuel machine does not offer so much 
attraction to the big operators as the old hookniaking 
system, hut in Kentucky and some other places it 
has been used and has prevented the adoption of 
hostile legislation. By that system everyone bets 
as he pleases and flic machine records the bet. 
After the race those who bet on tlic winning horse 
divide the winnings cm a percentage basts. There 
are no odds, hut eaeh bettor can see from the 
register how much lias I coon bet on eacli horse and 
figure approximately what odds he is betting 
: gainst. 

“Barney Relireiber and other horsemen have Iieen 
busy for a month in an effort to organize the horse- 
men and breeders of the state into a working force 
to support the bill, and it is now settled that it 
will be introduced and a fight made for Us passage.” 

HART-AGNEW LAW CASE. 

Albany. N. Y., December 19. — The ease of Charles 
Alberts.’ who was convicted of gambliug on evidence 
of having l<ookniaking slips in his possession, was 
presented to the Court of Appeals here today. 

This is an appeal from a judgment of the Erie 
Countv Court, convicting the defendant of violation 
of the’ Hart-Aguew law. for which he was sentenced 
to pay a line of $.500. The appellate division, fourth 
department, sustained the conviction. Alberts was 
arrested at a desk in a saloon, neither of which was 
In* the owner, and the evide nce against him consisted 
of the slips of pai*er found in the desk containing the 
registry of bets on the races. 

The defense was that the trial court committed 
an error in admitting them as evidence without proof 
that they were written by him. The case was sub- 
mitted to the court without argument.
